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The Double Menace 


of Bureaucracy

At least three expeditions are now 
exploring the tangled forests of 
Bureaucracy which have sprung up 
on the banks of the Potomac during 
recent years. 

A special “snatorial Committee, a 
group of American Bar Association 
members, and an independent fact- 
‘finding agency are among the ex- 
‘plorers who seek to clear that maze 
of overlapping agencies, bureaus and 
commissions. 

All are enlisted in war on the 
waste which duplication of political 
activities and of political jobs inevi- 
tably breeds. By eliminating many 
of the useless and tax-eating new 
Federal agencies they hope to reduce 
the slice which government is cut- 
ting out of the taxpayers’ earnings 
and savings. 

But it isn’t the taxpayers’ pocket- 
pook alone that is endangered by 
these hordes of new bureaucrats and 
new commissions, The real menace 
is even more serious. 

By usurping the powers reserved 
under the Constitution to the people, 
the legislators and the Courts, such 
alphabetical agencies have developed 
into a serious threat to the rights of 
civil liberty and self-government on 
which this Nation was founded. 

To them is due that interference 
by Federal authorities with the nor- 
mal activities of our citizens, which 
4s arousing nation-wide protest. 

From their offices emerge the thou- 
sands of agents who seek to inter- 
fere with, direct and mould the 
people according to the newer bu- 
reaucratic ideas of agriculture, busi- 
ness and living in general. 

If the various groups which seek 
to reduce the number of arrogant 
and extravagant bureaucratic agen- 
cies now reaching out from Wash- 
ington can ease the burden on the 
pocket-book of the American tax- 
payer they will have performed a 
great service. 

But if, by eliminating many of 
Bureaucracy’s inroads on the rights 
of the American citizen, they can 
protect our constitutional guaranties 
and privileges, they will have per- 
formed a still greater and more 
significant one.

‘New Deal's Blundering Policies 


Keep Millions Idle, Says Knox 


Specific Broadsides Hurled by “Fightin

Colonel” During His Acceptance Speech. 


Chicago..—The vague, unsuccess- 
ful economic experiments known as 
the New Deal were charged with 
“delaying recovery’ and ‘‘with re- 
sponsibility for the ten million still 
unemployed’’ by Colonel Frank 
Knox in his address accepting the 
Republican nomination for vice- 
president. Colonel Knox spoke be- 
fore a wildly enthusiastic crowd 
which filled to overflowing the huge 
Chicago stadium. 

Senator Frederick Steiwer of Or- 
egon gave the official address of 
notification. In his opening re- 
marks, Colonel Knox pointed out 
that Senator Steiwer had struck the 
keynote of the campaign with ‘‘his 
clear call to all citizens to join in 
a crusade for sound government in 
America.” After accepting this call 
to service, the vice-presidential 
nominee referred briefly to the fact 
“he began to work as a small boy 
in a small town in Michigan.”’ 

He epitomized his war service 
when he said: ‘‘Long years ago I 
learned as a buck private the les- 
sons of duty and loyalty.” 

“In this spirit of service, I ac- 
cept the call of my party. I pledge 
myself to the principles of sound 
and honest government. I pledge 
my personal loyalty to that great 
governor of a prairie state, the next 
President of the United States, the 
Honorable Alf Landon.’ 


People to Decide. 


Colonel Knox then pointed out | 


that in the coming election it will 
be necessary for the people to de- 
cide whether the ‘administration 
in office has met its responsibilities 
honestly and fairly and wisely.” 
“From the day that it took of- 
fice,”? Colonel Knox said, “it em- 
barked on a series of hysterical 
experiments on the economic life 
of a burdened people. At a time 
when universal cooperation was a 
necessity, it initiated a campaign 
of abuse and vilification of busi- 
ness men. At a time when the cred- 
it of the country should have been 
strengthened it inaugurated a poli- 
cy. of credit adulteration and cur- 
rency experiment that demoralized 
foreign trade and frightened do- 
mestic finance. It set up a system 


| of regimentation of industry that 


reduced production and prevented 
reemployment. By coercion of 
Congress it forced the passage of 
reform measures so recklessly 
drawn that they hamstrung the re- 
vival of enterprise and paralyzed 
the renewal of investment. It in- 
stalled a regimentation of agricul- 
ture that destroyed food and re- 
duced foreign markets and in- 
creased the cost of living and mul- 
tiplied the expense of relief. 

“At a time when private industry 
was struggling desperately for a 
new start it set up governmental 
enterprise to compete with private 
business. At a time when the bur- 
den of taxation was already hard 
to bear it embarked on a policy of 
squandering public funds and in- 
creasing the weight of taxes. At 
a time when united effort and mu- 
tual good will would have com- 
pleted recovery it promoted sec- 
tional hatred and class strife. Ata 
time when returning business con- 
fidence was ending depression it 
began a campaign to terrorize busi- 
ness and subjugate the banks. Ata 
time when confidence in the char- 
acter of government was vital, it 
established a spoils system. At a 
time when the economic system 
was worn and emaciated it per- 
formed major surgical operations 
upon the industrial body to see 
what was inside. It adopted an 
economic philosophy of scarcity 
and forced it upon a hungry and 
distressed people.” 

Even though the New Deal 
“failed in its job,’? Colonel Knox 
declared that recovery could not 
be permanently blocked by ‘‘gov- 
ernmental error,” but only “re- 
tarded and discouraged.” 

Delays Recovery. 

Without mincing words and 
straight from the shoulder came 
his: 

“I charge the present administra- 
tion with delaying recovery, in the 
United States and in the world. I 
charge the present administration 
with responsibility for the ten mil- 
lion still unemployed.”

Auto Association Against 


New Gas Tax Measure 


Various claims made in support 
of the so-called “save the gas tax” 


\initiative measure are contrary to 
the facts, the California State 
Automobile Association declared 
in a statement issued today in sup- 
port of its contention that the pro- 
' posed amendment is deceptive and 
\not a bona fide effort against the 
diversion of gasoline tax money. 

The Automobile Association is 

opposing the measure on the 
|ground that, while purporting to 
prevent diversion of gasoline tax 
funds by a constitutional amend- 
[BBSHes the text of tne proposal con- 
\tains a variety of “jokers” which 
| make it impossibe for the Associa- 
{tion to lend its support. 

A recent news release issued by 
the California Highways Council, 
sponsors of the measure, implying 
that the amendment would place 
a tax on Diesel fuel was declared 
by the Automobile Association to 
be “entirely untrue.” 

“Far from placing any tax on, 
Diesel fuel for highway use, this 
amendment would write into the 
constitution a provision actually 
tying the hands of the Legislature 
in any effort to levy & proper and 
equitable tax on such fuel,” the 
Association declared. ‘The amend- 
ment does not enact a Diesel tax, 
but provides that if any such tax 
is levied it shall not be greater

HUB CAP NEEDED 
Serious damage may result from |

off grease may run out and dirt 
and grit may get into the bearings. 
IF STARTER FAILS 
Should the starting motor fail | 
to work the first thing to do is to 
test the condition of the storage | 
battery. A simple test of the bat- 
tery is to turn on the lights and 
try the starter. If the lights do not 
dim the battery is probably charg- 
sd and is not the source of trouble. 
Next, test for open circuit at the 
starter switch and starting motor 
terminals. Look for glazed commu~ 
tator, and see if brushes are bear- 
ing properly. These checks as- | 
sume, of course, that the trouble is | 
not caused by starter gear and 
flywheel gear becoming jammed. 
LOOSE SPRINGS

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MECHANICAL HINTS é 


ne Language, One People 


HE expression, ‘‘to speak the 
same language,’ is a com- 
mon one. But speaking the 
Same -language may mean more 
than having a vocabulary in com- 
mon. Figuratively, it implies hav- 
ing certain experiences in com- 
mon; that is, having a similar 
outlook from which we may un- 
derstand one another more read- 
ily. 

Words alone have never proved 
te be a guarantee of understand- 
ing, even among members of the 
same family. Confidence and re- 
spect are not always’ brought 
about or maintained by taiking— 
very often quite the contrary. 
Agreement is not always arrived 
at through discussions. While be- 
ing able to talk freely together 
sometimes helps us to understand 
one another’s thoughts, and 
should make it possible to under- 
stand one another’s point of view, 
words do not invariably indicate 
one’s thoughts, and talking to- 
gether may produce a result quite 
unlike agreement, 

Certainly, if we would gain any- 
thing more than a superficial 
sense of friendship and co-opera- 
tion, we must g0 farther than 
mere words. It is apparent that 
between individuals and nations 
friendliness involves a consider- 
able degree of what is called un- 
derstanding. Mary Baker Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, reminds us 
(Miscellaneous Writings, Dp.

1ys (p. 13), “This all-important 
understanding is gained in Chris- 
tian Science, revealing the one 


God and His all-power and ever- 
presence, and the brotherhood of 
man in unity of Mind and one- 
ness of Principle.’ In order to 
recognize our true relation to each 
cther, we must be aware of the 
basie oneness of God as Principle. 

True understanding is of God— 
spiritual. Until one realizes this, 
no unanimity of thought can be 
consistently manifested. The be- 
lief that, person™l familiarity may 


breed contempt leaves no assur- 
ance that intimate association on 
a human’ basis will promote a bet- 
ter understanding between indi- 
viduals. Evidently, agreement 
must be sought in acquainting 
ourselves with man’s real quali- 
ties, qualities which proceed from 
divine Mind, God. 

Since God is All-in-all, the 
children of God, the one Mind, 
have, in reality, an inheritance of 
united thinking. The brotherhood 
of man depends for its very being 
on the fatherhood of God. In pro- 
portion as we understand that in 
our real being we are all the off- 
spring of one Father, ideas of one 
infinite Mind, our companionship 
and co-operation are assured, 
whatever may be the personal or 
racial differences. Brotherly love, 
then, is not an old wives’ fable, 
but is based on the Science of be- 
ing. 

Jesus repeated the commands 
of Moses: ‘‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind;” and, ‘Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as_ thyself” 
(Matthew 22:37,39). The allness 
of creative Mind, God, establishes 
the essential unity of all Mind’s 
ideas. The understanding that God 
is the source of all true thought 
and action makes men brethren. 
The acceptance and understanding 
of the infinity of God, good, is the 
only basis for genuine unanimity. 
When we seek the divine way, we 
shall find that we have true sym- 
pathy in our relation to each oth- 
er. We shall perceive that it is 
divinely natural to live and think 
unitedly. 

The discovery of God’s univer- 
sal law of spiritual accord, and 
the natural result of applying this 
law in the thoughts and lives of 
men, give us confidence to over- 
come what may appear to be in- 
superable differences of human 
opinion. We find that man is the 
image of God, Love. In His uni- 
verse is no Babel of tongues, no 
confusion of many minds. Here is 
assurance of the possibility of a 
perfect reconciliation, and we be- 
gin to understand what St. Paul 
meant when he said, ‘‘Wherefore 
putting away lying, speak every 
man truth with his neighbour: 
for we are members one of anoth- 
er’ (Ephesians 4:25). ...—The

to a government guided only by 
caprice.’”’ | 

A minute later, Colonel Knox 
gave a pledge to the people with 
the statement: 

“Whatever concrete measures 
the Republican Party has in mind 
will be presented to the voters be- 
fore election, not after. And what- 
ever measures the Republican ad- 
ministration may urge upon Con- 
‘gress, not one will flout the Consti- 
tution of the United States. Not 
;One will violate the obligation of 
‘contracts. Not one will break a 
| promise.’ 

Earlier in his address, the candi- 
\date had referred to the fact that 
the New Deal plans and experi- 
|ments were not contained in the 
1936 Democratic platform. 

Amateur Experimenters. 

Avoiding any and all mention of 
personalities, Colonel Knox drove 
home telling blow after telling 
|blow: 

“For more than three years the 
\economic life of the country has 
been at the mercy of a crew of 
amateur experimenters, hacking at 
the vitals of American industry, 
eercarrate, commerce and fi- 
/nance.”’ 

“It is now a race between ex- 
haustion of Federal credit and the 
coming of natural recovery. It is 
a race between inflation and the re- 
vival of normal business activity.” 

“It (the New Deal) means Fed- 
jeral control over local business, 
over local bank credit, over local 
‘wages, over local conditions of 
iwork. It leads to Federal regi- 
|mentation of the labor, the busi- 
ness, and the home of every Amer- 
‘ican citizen. It leads to price-fixing 
‘and production control by Federal 
‘authority. It leads inevitably to the 
extinction of the small business 
man, to the end of free enterprise 
in America.”’ 


Coercive Control. 


Colonel Knox specifically referred 
to the New Deal monetary policy 
with the declaration that ‘‘coercive 
control of bank credit leads un- 
javoidably to control of investment 
‘and that leads to the end of com- 
\petitive industry and free enter- 
iprise.’”” Mentioning Mr. Roosevelt 
by name, the nominee asserted ‘‘no 
|one man can successfully guide the 
course of industry for a great na- 
'tion.’”” 

After stating his belief that the 
American people do not desire ‘‘to 
reorganize the American economic 
system by experiment,’’ ,Colonel 
Knox said: 

“The people want recovery, not 
rhetoric. They want economy, not 
waste. They want work, not re- 
lief. They want cooperation among 
the partners in production, not in- 
‘dustrial strife. They want order in 
economic life, not an occasional 
breathing spell. They want digni- 
ty in government, not a merry-go- | 
round.”’ 

In his final statements, Colonel | 
Knox turned to what the people can | 
expect from the Republican party 
and asserted that the Republican |

Wheat Imports 
Jump Rapidly 


United States Now Buys 
40 Million Bushels From 
Other Nations. 


By FRANK RIDGWAY 

Gears of international trade ma- 
chinery have been thrown in re- 
verse to the extent that the United 
States is today the world’s largest 
wheat importer, with the single ex- 
ception of Great Britain, including 
North Ireland. In that regrettable 
position this nation has imported 
from foreign countries more than 
40 million bushels of wheat within 
the past year. 

For at least 70 years, this coun- 
try had been a net exporter of 
wheat. A dozen years ago, farm- 
ers bragged about selling to foreign 
countries more than 259 million 
bushels of wheat in one year, ex- 
ceeding the exports of any other 
country in the world. Today, they 
are forced to stand by and watch 
foreign growers sell wheat to 
America’s customers abroad. They 
also are supplying a large part of 
the market here at home. 

Government Tinkering. 

This revolutionary change has 
been brought about not only by 
drouths, but also by government 
tinkering with production and for- 
eign trade policies. Had there been 
no government meddling, our 
growers would have had more 
wheat to sell during the next 12 
months when prices are expected to 
be higher than they have been for 
several years. 

After three years experience un- 
der a crop and livestock production 
program dictated to them by offi- 
cials of a centralized government, 
many practical farmers feel that 
they would have done a better job 
acting individually. They must pay 
their share of the New Deal dole 
money sent out to individual farm- 
ers for reducing their production 
which has contributed to the pres- 
ent predicament. 

Farmers had been told by politi- 
cal planners that the reduced pro- 
duction of farm products, brought 
about by adverse weather condi- 
tions and by the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration program, 
As they 


How stand looking backward, each 


farmer is better able to appraise | 


for himself what the drouth and | 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- | 
ministration did for him and decide | 
as an individual whether it has 
been good or bad. 

Pay Higher Prices. 

Producers, working under vari- 
ous handicaps, are. now threshing 
a wheat crop estimated to be ap- 
proximately 638 million bushels, 
more than 145 million bushels less 
than the five-year average from 
1929 to 1933. It will again be nec- 
essary for the United States to 
bring in large quantities of hard 
wheat to blend with soft wheat dur- 
ing the next year. Our millers will 
be forced to pay a higher price 
plus 42 cents a bushel duty be- 
cause Canada’s wheat crop is 
short. 

When the wheat drills start this 
fall, many United States growers 
are expected to make their own de- 
cisions as to the number of acres 
they will plant and encourage 


their neighbors to do likewise.
